these reasons, CALLIGARO feels that the operators such as 
VITICH pay off to GASBARRI in order to operate. He stated 
that he had no specific facts along these lines, but felt 

it was pretty much common knowledge that the small operators 
could not operate unless they pay off. CALLIGARO felt that 
the individual at the end of the payoff line was ALEC RAINAN 
(phonetic), a city attorney and prosecuting attorney in 
Hurley, Wisconsin. CALLIGARO felt that GASBARRI and DICK 
MATRELLA (phonetic) handle the paying off to RAINAN and other 
city officials.  CALLIGARO cited JOE VITO, former operator 

of the Hi Hog and JIMMY SHIELDS as being examples of operators 
run out of business by GASBARRI's tactics. 


CALLIGARO advised that JIMMY VITICH was in 
Milwaukee approximately one week ago, but did not stay with 
him. He stated that VITICH stayed with a friend who was 
unknown to him who lives on the south side of Milwaukee. 


CALLIGARO advised that JIMMY VITICH obtains 
prostitutes to work in his club primarily in Milwaukee 
through LEROY BELL and ERNIE CLARK at the Hop-Inn and The 
Brothers, both of which are owned by LEROY BELL.  CALLIGARO 
advised that most of the girls are white girls who work 
locally for Negro pimps, such as BELL and CLARK, and they 
normally last about one week at VITICH's French Casino inasmuch 
as they become lonesome for their "boyfriend" in Milwaukee, 
CALLIGARO stated that VITICH normally drives these girls 
to Hurley in his own car and is probably very careful to 
remain within the State of Wisconsin in making Such a trip. 


CALLIGARO advised that JIMMY VITICH was scratching 
hard to make a dollar in Hurley, that business had fallen 
off and that the prostitutes were not getting any more than 
$10 a trick at this time.
